Burnside. 

GREAT INTEREST SHOWN. 

The Louisville Times Special Service. 

Burnside, Ky , Nov. 18 —A commit- 
tee of three of the Board of Engineers 
for rivers and harbors of the United 
States, gave a public hearing here yes- 
terday at the Masonic Temple. A large 
and enthusiastic audience was present 
from all of the upper Cumberland re- 
gion. O. H. Waddle, of Somerset, pre- 
sided. The subject for consideration 
was the building of lock No. 20, forty- 
*Ae miles below here, and fifteen miles 
below lock No. 21, and the improve- 
ment of the upper Cumberland river 
generally, and whether or not the in- 
creased tonnage of freight, by reason 
•f the locks and dams, would justify 
the expense in building the locks 

The committee was composed of Col. 
D. C Kingman, chairman; Maj. Her- 
bert Deakyne and Maj W. J. Barden, 
Maj C. A. F. Flagler, district engineer 
in charge of the construction work on 
the Cumberland river, was present. 

Former Senator James B. McCreary 
irst spoke. He said after having rep- 
resented the Kentucky river district ' in 
the House for twelve years, and hav- 
ing lived to see the Kentucky river 
locked and dammed to its source(Three 
Forks), that he knew there was noth- 
ing that developed a country so much 
as the navigation of its streams. He 
■aid that after a river was taken over 
by the Governmment to improve, 
and having commenced the improve- 
ment, the Government was obligated to 
complete it. He said it was nothing 
but equity that the Cumberland river 
be locked and damned by the Govern- 
ment. 

A Committee on Statistics, composed 
•f Capt. A. B. Massey, Burnside; L. E. 
Bryant, of Danville, Judge R. C. Tar 
tar. of Somerset; Judge V. P. Smith, 
•f Somerset; O. B. Bertram, of James 
town, filed an extensive report with 
the Board of Engineers. 

0. B. He-tram, brother of State Sen- 
ator E ! za Bertram, with his delegation, 
W. S. Knight, J. H. Stone, J. H. 
Phelps, .1. M. Stephenson, A. H. Rowe, 
J. E. Snow, William Vaughn, Logan 
Bunbar, Henry H. Dunbar, Wiil Falk- 
enburg, M. F. Daffron, represented 
Russell county. A. D. Paragon and W. 
E Robinson represented Wayne coun- 
ty. J. D Lowe spoke for Adair coun- 
ty S F. Waggoner appeared for Cum- 
berland county. 

Congressman D. C. Edwards, of the 
Eleventh distrLt, speaking of the ton- 
■age along the river, said the Board of 
Engineers, by Maj. Hart, reported ad- 
versely on the project of upper Cum- 
berland improvement because the ton- 
Mage of freight was not sufficient to 
justify the expense in constructing 
locks and dams. He said be believed 
the tonnage of commerce would in- 
crease tenfold immediately upon com 
pletion of the river improvements.

The Columbia Stock Market.

A good stock market has 
much to do with stimulating business, 
and the thriftiness of Columbia is due in 
a great measure to the horse, mule, cat 
tie and hog markets. We have here 
local buyers and when a farmer brings 
any thing of the above lines to town 
for sale he doss not have to take it 
back to his farm.

The Farmers Institute. 

The meeting of the Adair County 
Farmer's Institute, held last Thursday 
and Friday, in the court-house, conduct 
ed by Messrs W. T. Kane and Geo P. 
Rogers, was not as largely attended as 
it should have been These gentlemen, 
who are sent out by the State, are 
practical farmers and their lectures 
were very interesting and will doubt- 
less prove profitable to local farmers 
Those who did not attend missed ajjreat 
they would have gathered ideas 
that would have been of lasting bene- 
fit. The Institute was also addressed 
by Gov. J R. Hindman, Judge H. C. 
Baker and others. 

The object of the institute, as we un 
derstand, is to lay before the farmers 
new ideas in agriculture— show them 
how to work their lands, in order that 
better results will come from their la 
bor, the very thing that Adair county 
farmers need. It is nonsensical foolish- 
ness for farmers to have to buy seed 
each year grown in another State when 
they could supply the demand n 
easier and cheaper. The farmers of 
Adair county should supply the home 
demand with potatoes, cabbage, wr 
oats, beans, in fact everything grown 
upon the farm. Each year the grocery 
men of Columbia have to order seed 
potatoes and furnish the town with ear- 
ly cabbage, and the mills buy the larger 
portion of their wheat from home. 
This should not be the case. 

The local farmers could supply the 
demand, and we hope they will take in 
to consideration these suggestions, 
ind show by their pluck and energy 
that Adair county soil can furnish 
enough to accommodate home consump 
tion. By so doing they will profit then- 
selves and accommodate the local trade 
We will not close this article without 
referring to the talks of J. A. English 
and R. H. Price on the possibilities of 
Agriculture in Adair county. They are 
practical farmers, who know how to 
work and have work done, and at the 
same time us c their minds to adopt the 
best methods and secure the best re- 
sults. They told in a way calculated to 
inspire our farmers, what they had act- 
ually accomplish^ on worn and almost 
exhausted land under former bad treat 
ment. As a result it was resolved to 
hold another meeting the first Monday 
in January next, and Mr. English, 
Price, Gov.
